negie endowment fund built our li­ 
brary building, the council signed a 
contract binding themselves to appro­ 
priate a yearly sum to the library, 
equivalent

have given Us twelve hundred a year, 
hut this sum has been appropriated 
just once to date 
Six hundred dollars a year is a very 
small sum with v Im Ii to curry on 
the business. 
In every ordinary li­ 
brary it would not even cover the cost 
of hooks and periodicals, 
Ho 
you 
wonder that the library began to run 
down? 
The hours had to be s h o rt­ 
ened. the salaries reduced, and they 
were low enough before, and in spite 
ol all this retrenching, debts were in­ 
curred 
Hut her a bud thing for a 
public utility! After paving coal hills 
and salaries, there was nothing left 
tot lights, so for two years one small 
lamp attempted to diffuse its light 
over the entire building. 
You may 
imagine with what result. 
It was a 
questionable pleasure to work d u r ­ 
ing the winter days by the light of 
this one poor lamp. 
So thought the 
poor high school students who had to 
do reference work 
in

library. 
Of course, there was Saturday a fte r­ 
noon. but w ho wants ot work on his 
day ot rest. 
Every 
libraiy 
should 
supplement The H S. library, because 
the general run ut ll. S. li b r a t e s m e

or their knowledge will be very lim­ 
ited. 
Needless to state, our library 
has not been able to fulfill this part 
of its business. 


Since the new charter commission 
gave us an appropriation of tiot less 
than one-halt milt. things have im ­ 
proved somewhat 
We have had the 
J lights this winter, and since the first 
ot December, we have had two eve 
Rings. Tuesday and Saturday, 
tim*. 
(giving the p e o p l e who work until six 
o'clock, an opportunity to use what 
in reality belongs to them, but had 
heretofore been non available.

is not enough, however. 
In a city the 
size of Brainerd, the library should 
be open every tiny. morning, after-

thousand dollars a year 
Many cities 
in the state, smaller than Brainerd, 
ami we consider of much less im port­ 
ance, are appropriating this sum and 
even larger sum* to the maintenance

Brainerd doe# not pla* e mure value 
on its educational system!
